_ Report on Action By Grand Lodges 


In April the Order's National 
Public Relations Committee 


mailed copies of a resolution urg- _ 


ing Congress to amend existing 
immigration laws to all Grand 
Lodges in the United States. 

The resolution, adopted at the 
Executive Committee meeting of 
the Supreme Council held in To- 
ronto, asked that fourth prefer- 
ence quota cases be placed in 
the same classification as the 
first, second and third prefer- 
ence categories. The resolution 
‘also pointed out that there are 
now some 80,000 petitions await- 
ing action in the fourth prefer- 
ence group. 4 

Three Grand Lodges, Massa- 
chusetts, Ohio and Virginia, no- 
tified the Public Relations Chair- 
man, A. Alfred Marcello, of their 
action on receipt of the resolu- 
tion. 

The Grand Lodge of Massa- 
chusetts made mimeographed 


copies of the resolution and 
mailed it to six Massachusetts 
Congressmen, the speaker of the 
Massachusetts House of Repre- 
sentatives and to the United 
States Ambassador to Canada. 
Grand Venerable Anthony O. 
Calabrese, state senator of Ohio, 
reported that the resolution has 
been “introduced -in the Ohio 


Senate. Calabrese said notifica- * 


tion will be made to the Public 
Reltaions Committee of its adop- 
tion.

Your inquiry as to what inspired me to write the book, FAITH, 
HOPE, AND CHARITY, is most poignant and, naturally, funda- 
mental. I would say it was and still is my deep passion for honest 

' justice, elevated American literature, patriotic love for my native 
country, America, and a sincere and burning respect for Italy-land 
from not only where my ancestors came but fountain-head of uni- 
versal cultures and promoter of civilization down through the ages.

It was with this cine- 
ma circuit that Mantovani gained 
valuable experience in the stage 
presentation of an orchestra.

Mantovani made his first re- 
cordings in 1940 for Decca, but 


it was not until 1951 when- he’ 


really began to make an impres- 
sion in the world of recorded 
music. Mantovani had just form- 
ed a new orchestra of 40 musi- 


cians. An orchestra of that size 


was unheard of in those days. 
More than that the Mantovahi 
technique of an orchestra of 
mostly strings was quite unusual 
at that time. Somehow Manto- 


vani managed to interest London: 


Records in his idea of a big 
orchestra with lots of strings. 


The rest is history. Practically 
overnight Mantovani became a 
sensation. Sales of long-playing 
records made by Mantovani 
soared and one particular record- 
ing, CHARMAINE, sold over a 
million copies and won Manto- 
vani a golden disc. + 


Since then most records made 
by Mantovani, both stereophonic 
and monophonic, have found 
favor with hi-fi fans.

the first membership drive on a 
national basis and more recently 
this kind of thinking was respon- 
sible for the move to establish a 
national home in Washington, 
B.C. 

Less than two years ago a new 
wrinkle in national thinking — 
“mass participation” — emerged. 
Following his election as Supreme 
Venerable at fhe San Francisco 
convention, Joseph Gorrasi spoke 
on the meaning “mass participa- 
tion.” Since then he has con- 
stantly pounded away at this 
theme. : 

The Supreme Venerable in 
talks throughout the Order has 
said that mass participation by 
members in functions concerning 
the Supreme Lodge would give 
the members (1) an opportunity 
to meet top leaders in the Order 
and (2) to observe these leaders 
in their deliberations at sessions 
of the Supreme Lodge. 

The Supreme Lodge has far 
too long been _ subordinated 
within the Order. We have re- 
peated this time and again since 
the San Francisco convention. It 
will bear repeating because the 
time has come when members 
everywhere should think and talk 
of the Supreme Lodge as though 
it were next door and not some 
remote and isolated group com- 
pletely apart from their activi- 
ties. 

Since the San Francisco con- 
vention there have been three 
meetings of the Supreme Council. 
Two of these meetings have been 
sessions of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Council, the third 
was a full-dress meeting at which 


all members. of the Council at- 


tended. At each of these meetings 
scores of members availed them- 
selves of the opportunity of at- 
tending and observing the. delib- 
erations of Supreme Council 
officials. : 

The first such meeting was 
early in 1958 — February to be: 
exact. This was the Boston meet- 
ing of the Executive Committee. 
Besides Supreme Lodge officials, 
in attendance were members of 
the Massachusetts Order as well 
as members from neighboring 


_OSIA NEWS, 


Last September a plenary ses- 
sion of the Supreme Council was 
held in Washington. Members of 
more than a dozen states attend- 
ed the Washington sessions. 

‘More recently the Executive 
Committee met in Toronto, Can- 
ada, and here again was an 
excellent example of “mass par- 
ticipation” om the part of mem- 
bers from a half dozen or s0 
Grand Lodges. 

Mass participation at these 
three meetings obviously has had 
considerable influence on the 
thinking of our members.
